Now, there is in this gallant country of Univerſe; a

He made it 
Gen. 1.26. the mirrour and glory of all that he made,

ſoul, when firſt built, that it is ſaid by ſome, 

Created the Gods at the ſetting up thereof, came down 
Angels, to ſee it, and ſang for joy. And as he made it 
goodly to behold, ſo alſo mighty to have do- 

minion over all the country round about. Yea, all was 


commanded to acknowlege Manſoul for their metropolitan, 
all was injoined to do homage to it. Ay, the town itſelf 
had poſitive commiſſion, and power from her king to de- 


mand ſervice of all, and alſo to ſubdue any, that anywiſe 


denied to do it.

(Now, that 
Jude 6. did the King reſerve for his (on, yea, and had 
already beſtowed it upon him.) wherefore he 
firſt conſults with himſelf what had beſt to be done, and 
then breaks his mind to ſome other of his companions, to 
the which they alſo agreed. So, in fine, they came to 
this iſſue, that they ſhould make an attempt upon the 
King's ſon to deſtroy him, that the inheritance might be 
theirs, Well, to be ſhort, the treaſon, as I ſaid, was 
concluded, the time appointed, the word given, the re- 
bels rendevouzed, and the aſſault attempted.

Therefore let us aſſault them in all pretended 
fairneſs, covering of our intentions with all manner of lies, 
flatteries, delufive words, ſeiguing of things that will ne · 
ver be, and promiſing of that to them that they ſhall ne- 
ver find; this is the way to win Manſoul, to make 
them of themſelves to open their gates to us; yea, and to 
deſire us too to come in to them. 

4% And the reaſon why I think that this project will do, 
is, becauſe the people of Manſoul now are every one ſimple 
and innocent; all honeſt and true: Nor do they as yet 
know what it is to be aſſaulted with fraud, guile, and hy-

Prog nes! has bid me tell you, that if ye will willingly 


ſubmit, you ſhall have the good of the earth ; 
but if you ſhall be ſtubborn, he is reſolved to take you by 
force.” But by that the fugitive had done beating of his 
drum, the people of Manſoul had betaken themſelves to the 
Captains that were in the caſtle, ſo that there was none to 
regard, nor to give this drummer an anſwer, fo he pro- 
ceeded no further that night, but returned again to his 


maſter to the camp. 


When Diabolus ſaw that by dromming he could not 
work out Manſoul to his will, the next night he ſendeth 
his drummer without his drum, ſtill to let the townſmen 
know that he had a mind to parley with them : but when 
all came to all, his parley was turned into a ſummons to 
the town, to deliver up themſelves ; but they gave him 
neither heed nor hearing, for they remembered what at 
firſt it coſt them to hear him a few words, 

The next night he ſends again, and then who ſhould 
be his meſſenger to Manſoul but the terrible Captain Se-
